A Popular Mistake Corrected. 


‘Couldn't be hotter at the equator,’ is a 
common hot weather expressiou; a common 
way of giving the idea of intense heat. 

That is a mistake that is iguorantly said. 
It “could be hotter’ in New York City or 
Montreal than in Equatorial Africa, in the 
interior, and it often is, 

The nights in the torrid zone frequently 
are cold, Travellers sleep, right over the 
equator, under a quilt and a pair of blank- 
ets. The author of ‘The Greatest Thing 
in the World” says that during his hottest 
month in Central Africa the thermometer 
never registered above 96 degrees. 

He gives the reason, and, with one who 
knows physical geography, there is no ques- 
tion about it, 

The interior of Eqnatorial Africa is not 
low land, not a steaming jungle as is coim- 
monly supposed, The land rises as you go 
in from the coast, plateau on plateau, until 
it is from 3,000 to 5,000 feet above the sea 
level, and we all know that with every 300 
feet of ascent the thermometer falls a degree. 


A school teacher in Elgin county washed 
a boy’s mouth with soap and water for using 
abusive language at school recently.

This is vory different from the prevailing 
opinion of farmers, who are apt to believe 
that oats may be grown on much loss fertile 
land than wheat, Tho result is that one 
very rarely finds a really good crop of oats,

There is no more momentous problem oo- 
cupying the minds of farmers, eee 
and poultrymen menetays than that o 
economic feeding, Ib is of all matters one 
of the greatest importance, and can no 
longer be relegated to the ignorance and the 
indifference of the routine pursued in years 


is working out important problems of politi- 
cal soience, under decided advantages, since 
tho ground is relatively new and the people 
have before them all the experiences of the 
world, ‘especially of England and of the 
United States, in whose systems Canadians 
have naturally the deopest interes’.

lite, a closer watchfulness over legislation

A governor, acting always 
under the advice of responsible ministers, 
may, at any time, generally speaking, grant 
An appeal to the people to test their opinion 
on vital public questions and bring the leg- 
islative into accord with the public mind. 
In short, the fundamental principle of popu- 
lar sovereignty lies at the very Basis of the 
Canadian system. On the other hand, in 
the United States the President and his 
Cabinet may be in constant conflict with 
the two Houses of Congress during 
the four years of his term of office. 
His Cabinet bas no direct influence 
with the legislative bodies, since they have 
no seats therein, and the political complex- 
ion of Congress does not effect their tenure 
of office, since they depend only on the favor 
and approval of the Executive. Dissolution, 
which is the safety valve of the English or 
Canadian System—in its existence an ap- 
peal from the legal tu the political sove- 
reign—is not available under the constitu- 
tion of the United States, In a political 
crisis the constitution provides no adequate 
solution of the difficulty during a Presiden- 
tial term. In this respect the people of the 
United States are not sovereign as they are 
in Canada, 

A ministry under responsible government, 
having control of the finances and taxes and 
all matters of administration, are directly 
amenable to Parliament and sooner or later

ensures unity of policy, since the premier of 
the cabinet becomes the controlling part of

Speeds are very erroneous at any rate. The

every instance considerable portions of the 
route must be traversed at much less than 
the average rate required to cover the total

Asbestos Mining. 


Ex.-G.vernor Campbell, of Ohio, was re 
cently in Toronto, and in an interview said: 
—'‘'I am interested in an asbestos company 
which is now in active operation in the 
Belleville district in the neighborhood of 
Tweed and Bridgewater. The Standard 
Asbestos Company is probably the larzest 
concern on this side of the water, We 
started mining last summer and are now 
making our first shipments, Canada is rich 
in asbestos deposits. Across the border the 
natural supply is meagre, Small deposits 
are found in New York, Virginia and North 
Caroliva but they are feeble in quantity. I 
expect that the coming year will see a very 
large increase over the balf million tons of 
asbestos exported from Cunada to the Unit- 
ed States last year. It is a growing indus- 
try of great promise. While we have not 
found the pure asbestos in Canada, the ma- 
terial worth $250 a ton, and such thata vein 
two fingers thick is a fortune, we have the 
secondary form known as actinolite, which 
is almost as useful, and which ig worth from 
$25 to $100 a ton, It can be utilized in 
every way that the original mineral is except 
that it cannot be mude into cloth, Our 
company subjects it to a treatment that 
brings out the fibrous puture of the rough 
metal, and it is shipped over the border in 
a state which is ready for the manufacturer, 
In this unformed condition the duty is 
avoided, The industry ia going to be a 
large one and of great benefit to Canada,”

Political U m with the 
United States. 


An able article on the subject of political 
union with the United States appeared in 
the Montreal Hera/d of a recent date, It 
takes the form of an open letter to Hon. Ed- 
ward Blake by Mr. Elgin Myers, Q. C., of 
Orangeville, Ont, and was occasioned by a 
letter from Hon, Mr, Mowat which appear- 
ed not along ago in the columns of the 
Globe. We can give only a summary of the 
principal points of Mr. Myers’ letter which 
occupies five columns in the Herald. 

He deals firat with the ory of disloyalty 
which is continually raised against those 
who dare to express views favorable to un- 
ion with our neighbors across the line. Are 
those who regard the interests of Canada as 
of the first importance more dieloyal than 
those who are willing to sacrifice her to 
their attachment to a country 3000 miles 
away? Surely loyalty in Canadians means 
devotion to whatis best for Canara. 

Another cause that is responsible for the 
mistaken ideas about the movement is the 
misapplication of the term annexation, It 
would be proper to say that Scotland was 
annexed to England, yet there was no loss 
of freedom or dignity. The opponents of 
continental union spoak of seryitude and 
degradation as congomitants of the change; 
would it be servile or degrading (to take a 
parallel case) if a small trader were to effect 
a partnership with a large and wealthy firm 
on fair and favorable terms? 

The reasons advanced in Mr. Mowat’s Jet 
ter for continuing our Present political re- 
lations are fairly met, but want of space 
precludes reference to them here. Suffice it 
to review the main argument in favor of un 
ion. 

Those who cry ont against the ingratitude 
and disloyalty of separating from the moth- 
er country do not stop to consider the great 
sacrifices made by both ourselves and Brit- 
ain, owing to our connection, without confer- 
ing a single advantage on either, It is a 
well-known fact that most of Britain’s dip- 
lomatic troubles in recent years bave been 
due to Cavadian connections; while the 
way in which the United States have beeo 
permitted to bully her to onr detriment is

‘That pol- 
icy is, in a word, tho narrowest Atnerican 
iem, ‘It is,” says Mr. Foster, ‘the duty 
and the intention of the United States to 
cultivate the most intimate and liberal com 
mercial relationa witb such of our ici 
as recognize American (in ite broa 
as paramount to European influence on t 
hemisphere. To all such countries we 
should open the doors of trade ns wide and 
as freely as the interests of cur own cetab- 
lished industries will permit, Beyond that 
the spirit of genuine Americanisin docs not 
require nor permit us to go.” If this ix in- 
deed “the spirit of genuine Americanism,”

Educational Matters in Ontario, 

The report of the Minister of Education 
for the year 1891, with the statistics of 1891 
has been presented to the Legislature. It is

The school population of the province, as 
ascertained through the assessors, was, in 
1890; Boys, 259,519; girls, 237,046, or a 
total of 496,565.

and cars were brought down the Red River 
on boats, with which to prosecute track-lay- 
ing from this end of the road. The Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, however, was not 
opened through to Lake Suporior until 1883, 
and the Canadian Pacific all rail route was 
completed through to Montreal in 1885. 
The years 1880, 1883 and 1885, therefore, 
mark important epochs in railway construc- 
tion in the west. Up to 1881 all railway 
work in the country had been carried on by 
the Dominion Government. In this year 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company was 
formed, took hold of the road and ushed 
construction rapidly westward from Winni- 
peg, completing the main line through to 
the Pacific coast in 1886. This marks an- 
other important date in the history of the 
country. The work on the road eastward 
was also pushed forward more rapidly and 
completed on the date as given above. 
Several branch lines have since been estab- 
lished in the country by the Canadian Paci- 
fie and other railways. The Manitoba & 
Northwestern railway was first chartered 
in 1880, under the name of the Westbourn 
& Northwestern, In 1883 the name was 
changed and active work in constructing the 
road commenced, 


RAILWAY MONOPOLY, 


Tnorder to overcome what was known as 
the railway monopoly privileges of the 
Canadian Pacific Company, the local govern- 
ment of Manitoba began in 1887, the con- 
struction of a railroad southward to the 
United States boundary, near West Lynne 
(Emerson), where it was roposed to make 
connection with the Northiera Pacific Com- 
pany, of the United States. This line was 
then known as the Red River Valley. After 
much agitation, litigation and strife, an 
amicable arrangement was come to between 
the Dominion and the Canadian Pacific com- 
pany, for the abrogation of the monopoly 
clauses, This ending was very satisfactory 
to the peoplé of Manitoba, as’ it brought to 
a close a long period of turmoil and agita- 
tion, which must have seriously retarded 
the development of the country. Just to 
whatextent the agitation and the cause 
thereof hindered the development of the 
country will never be known, but certain it 
is that it created an unfavorable impression 
of Manitoba abroad for which the people of 
he province were not entirely responsible. 
Happily, those troublesome times have 
passed, and Manitobans have since rested 
in comparative peace with the federal gov- 
roment, The days of agitation against 
‘ailway monopoly, however will long be 
emembered, especially by those who took 
n active purts in the events of the period. 


Aiter the settlement of the monopoly | 
question, the Red River Valley railway was 
carried to completion, this being accom- 
plished in the fall of 1888. The road was 
acquired from the provincial government by 
a company catled the Northern Pacific and 
Manitoba, which is practically the Northern 
Pacitic Company of the United States, oper- 
ating in Manitoba under a Canadian char- 
ter. ‘This road affords an independent out- 
let from Winnipeg southward, to connect

States. The Northern Pacitic has also con- 
structed two branch lines in Manitoba, con- 
necting with its Red River line, One 
reaches the town of Portage Ja Prairie, and 
tho other has its western termination at

We will not attempt to follow the cons 
struction of the various branch lines in the 
ceuntry from year to year, but merely 
mention some important events. The com- 
letion of the first railway to the North 
Saskatchewan, at Prince Al ert, in the fall 
of 1890, was an event worthy of special 
mention, a8 opening up a vast and new ter- 
ritory for settlement. The same year a 
railway was completed and opened between 
Lethbridge, Alberta, and Great Falls, 
Mont., and construction was commenced 
upon a second railway to the North Sas- 
katchewan, at Edmonton. 

RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION IN 188]. 
Though the mileage of new railways con- 
structed in the west in 1891, has not been as 
great as in some former years, yet consider- 
tsble work has been accomplished, and some 
important events have transpired. In Mani- 
toba the Canadian Pacific railway company 
has extended its southwestern branch froin 
its western terminusat Methven to Nesbit, 
a Gistance of six miles.

another source of fuel supply, and one saat | 
nearer the city of Winnipeg and the most 
thickly settled portions of the country, than 
the mines now in operation, As a result of 
the completion of this railway, the cost of 
coal to the people of Manitoba should be re- 
duced from three to four dollars per ton. 
The roads already mentioned as likely to be 
constructed during 1892, are only such as are 
certain to goon. Butit is not likely that 
railway work will stop witl®these roads. It 
has recently been announced that the North- 
west Central will extend its line as far east 
as Carberry, from a point near Rapid City, 
in Manitoba, and the same line may be ex- 
tended westward from its present terminus 
at Hamiota. Surveys to this end have been 
made, The Manitoba Northwestern com- 
pany has been carrying out an extensive 
system of surveys beyond the present west- 
ern terminus of its line, It has been stated 
that the road will be pushed through to 
Prince Albert this year, which would mean 
the construction of about 175 miles of new 
road. It kas not been definitely announced 
that the company will make this extension, 
but it is well-known that the Manitoba 
Northwestern people are desirous of reaching 
apointcn the North Saskatchewan. The 
road would pass through a splendid country 
for farming and stock-raising. The company 
may be expected to make at least sume ex- 
tension westward of its main line this year, 
even if the road be not completed through to 
the objective point of the Saskatchewan. In 
the territory adjoining Manitobaon the east, 
there is the Port Arthur and Western, work 
upon which will no doubt be continued this 
year. A branch ot the Canadian Pacific to the 
Atikokan iron districtisalsomentionedamon 
the probabilities, thou; hnotdefinitelydecided 
upon yet. In British Columbia there are 
quite a number of railway enterprises talk- 
ed of, buta good many of these are not 
likely to get beyond the charter stage of 
existence.

‘There 
are also a number of proposed railway enter- 
prises for roads in Manitoba and the ter- 
ritories, but we have only mentioned such 
as have assumed practical shape. 

Two important railway enterprises which 
we have yet said nothirg about, are the 
Winnipeg and Hudson Bay and the Duluth 
and Winnipeg roads. Some construction 
work has been done on each of

Besides building the new mileage spoken 
of, the Canadian Pacifie management has 
announced that important improvements 
will be carried ont on the main line. They 
conducted improvements on a large scale 
upon the main line between Winnipeg and 
Lake Superior during the past year, 
and it is intended to continue this 
work, with a view to providing the best 
possibte facilities for handling traflic, which 
is very heavy over this portion of the road. 
It has been reported (though not confirmed) 
that the line will be double tracked at once 
between Winnipeg and Lake Superior. 
Though this work may not be undertaken 
this year, officials of tho company have pub- 
licly stated, that they recognize the neces- 
sity for double tracking this portion ot the 
road in the very near future, 

Eleven years ago the first railway was 
put in operation in Western Canada, Now 
there are between 4000 and 5000 miles of 
railway in the country, This is an iv terest- 
ing fact as pacing the progress and de- 
velopment that has been going on. What is 
of more importance, however, is the fact 
that the roads are having heavy traftic, 
Some of the branch roads west of Manitoba 
have not yet a very extensive traffic, but in 
Manitoba, roads have this season been taxed 
to their utmost capacity to handle the busi- 
ness offering.

Souris coal fields, connecting at Melita with 
the Souris branch, the latter joining the 
main line at Kemnay, near Brandon.

Themost importantrailway work donedur- 
ing 1891 was in the territory of Alberta, in 
the completion of the ¢ Jalgary & Edmonton 
railway, between the two points named, 
This makes the second railway to be com 
pleted to the great North Saskatchewan 
river, The length of the railway is 192 
miles, and it passes through a ‘splendid 
country, suitable for farming and stock- 
raising, which region ia thereby opened for 
settlement, As previously noted construc: 
-ton Was commenced on this road in 1890, 
and the final 94 miles, from Red Deor to 
Edmonton, were completed in 1891, the road 
having beon built from Calgary to Red Deer 
the previous year, 

Another important undertaking for 1891, 
also in Alberta, was the commencement ofa 
railway from Calgary southward to M acleod, 
This railway will be known as the southern 
extension of the Calgary and Edmonton, 
During 1891, the road was graded and iron, 
ed from Calgary to Mosquito Crock, a dia: 
tance of 54 miles, and an additional 50 milex 
has beon graded, which brings the grado 
within eight miles of Macleod. This road 
will run through the centre of the best 
ranching district of Alborta, and will opon 
a fine country. 

The work done in extending the Port 
Arthue and Wostorn railway, is included in 
tho above summary as the territory intor. 
seoted is gonorally considered within the 
boundaries of Western Canada, ‘The road 
opens up a rich mineral territory. Some 
important railway work has been done in 
British Columbia, but this will probably be 
treated of in a separate articlo, by our Bry

Food for Dyspeptios. 

I wish to tell the sufferer from a weak 
stomach how to cook some things which a 
dyspeptic can cat, our years ayo my hua 
band was almost helpless with cyspepsia. 
He consulted two doctors from whom he 
learned that he could ‘not live a year.’ 
Every thing he ate caused great pain, until 
he tried a fresh egg, well heaton with alittle 


sugar, & very little salt and nutmeg, over pS for whose bouefit they are work- 
od.

him as follows: T used stale, salt-rising 
pread, made from wheat middlings, cut in 
slices half an inch thick, toasted a nice 
brown in a brisk oven and soaked in sweet 
Me which has been boiled and slightly 
we epee AEN flour and seasoned with salt 
cup of water and half a teaspoonful « 
and butter. Another dish Consiated of one 
cup of rice, well washed, put in o large 
Sranite basin with one cup of water and half 
& teaspoon of salt, and allowed to cook slow- 
ly until all the water was takon upin the 
rice, Then I added two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, and five cupfuls of new milk and stir- 
red it well, after which I baked it in a slow 
oven for several hours, The rest of the 
family liked this as well as he did especiall 
when served with sweet sauce, 2 
This is the way I made dyspeptic corn- 
cake. I took one egg, one tablespoonful of 
brown sugar, one-half teaspoonful of salt 
one-half a pint of sour cream, one pint of 
sour buttermilk, three-fourths of a teaspoon- 
folof soda and one teaspoonful of baking 
powder. I beat the egg and sugar together 
until very light, stir in the cream ie salt 
then the buttermilk, next the soda dissolv- 
ed in a little warm water, and make all into 
a stiff batter with three parts corn-meal to 
two parts of fine flour into which the baking 
powder has been sifted, I set the dish in 
the steamer, let it steam three hours, then 
Paka twenty minutes in a hot oven.—{M.

Eye Troubles. 


Inflammation of the conjunctiva or mem- 
brane which shields the front of the eyeball 
from the air takes the rub of the eyelids, is 
indicated by the glued state of the eyes in 
the morning, and more especially by their 
bloodshot condition, the vessels being bright 
red in color, and winding aboutin great ir- 
regularity, with no discernible order or plan. 
Eyes are sometimes inflamed by being held 
too near the heat of a lamp, and relief may 
be obtained by sbading the eyes with any 
old scrap of green paper, such as hendbiils 
are sometimes printed op, Weakness of 
the ciliary muscle, or an error of refraction, 
may be the cause of the evil. A refractive 
error might be corrected by proper spec- 
tacles ; and if the aching has increased under 
the use of the various glasses which have 
been tried, it points to a refractive error 
wrongly corrected as one cause of the trouble. 
Test each eye for astigmatism, and for long 
or short sight, Get properly suited with 
spectacles focussed for reading, writing and 
indoor work. And for the inflammation, 
wash the eyes with Goulard water ; also 
drop a few drops of the following lotion in 
the outer corner of each eye two or three 
times a day :—Hydrochlorate of cocaine, 8 
grains; boric acid, 3 drachms ; glycerine, 1 
oz; elder tlower water, 6 07. 5 and water to 
make 8 oz. Cold water should not be used 
for bathing the eyes when inflammation is 
present. Tepid water may be used night 
and morning, keeping the eye carefully 
closed the while.

People who are subject to catarrhal ail 
ments have special need to be particular in 
regard Lo their feet covering ; they should 
sec to it that their feet are comfortably clad, 
their shoes should have substantial soles, 
and should come well up the ankles, and not 
be laced or buttoned tight. A merino 
stockings or half-hose may be sufficient for 
warmth, but whenever by reason of much

Breeding Dairy Cows, 


BY GKORGK AITKEN 


We ofton seo tarmors go on your after year 
trying to make butter trom cows no better 
ad Aptod to that purpose than the Clydesdale 
is for a race horse. ‘This is not the result of 
garelesaness or indifference. They spond 
money freely to bring their herds up to their 
ideal, but the nearer they got to their 
model the further they are from getting a 
profitable dairy animal. Why? Because 
they are trying to prodace a physical im- 
possibility called a general purpose cow. A 
cow that will combine in one carcase all the 
different breeds from the gross phlegmatic 
Hereford, which has been Ra and trained 
for ages tor the purpose of laying on flesh, 
to the highly organized and nervous-tem- 
pered Jersey, which has beon bred and 
trained foran entirely different purpose, 
that of giving a large flow of rich milk, No 
amount of reasoning will convince those 
mon of their error, But it is noticeable 
that thoy are the ones who are always grum- 
bling that dairying doesn’t pay. 

Another class want a large cow, one 
they can sell for boot after her usefulness is 
over, But first consider, what are you 
keeping the cow for? If for making butter 
then you want the cow that will give the 
largest return for the food eaten, If the 
larger cow will not make such return in pro- 
portion to her size over the medium sized 
one she is kept ata loss. Fow soom to real- 
ize that it takes a certain kind of food just 
to support the cow and keep her alive. 
Afton that what she eats goos into milk or 
meat,

the danger destroyed, The bull is bad at 
any time, but he is much safer with horns 
off than on.” This subject will probably 
engage the attention of the Legislation dur: 
ing the present session. 

A phase of the dehorning question of spe 
cial interest to the farmer is the effect the 
eperation has upon the milk giving capabili 
ties of the cow. The Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station of Corneil University in a re- 
cent bulletin state that they haye made it a 
practice for the past six or seven years to 
Monona cows a8 soon as they came into the 
dairy, and at the present time there is no 
animal having horns on the farm, While 
for the most part the horns have been re- 
moved by students and others who have 
never even seen the operations performed, 
they have, as yet, to meet the first case 
where there has been any ill effect foilowing 
the operation, In tables giving the daily 
yield of cows dehorned and not dehorned 
they show that the former were very little 
aftected by the operation with the excep- 
ception of one cow. Sho fell off three 
pounds upon the day on which she 
was dehorned, and six pounds more on the 
following day, after which she nearly regain- 
ed her usual flow. The variations in the 
cases of the other cows were extremely tri- 
vial, and some of the cows not dehorned 
varied quite as much, and that too on the 
some days, In the case of the dchorned cows 
t| there was an average loss of a little more 
than two pounds per cow for the day of the 
i | operation and the day following, as compar- 
ed with th avareg yield for the five days. 
preceding. On the other hand the seven 
cows that were not dchorned gave on these 
two days an average of forty-three-hundred- 
ths of a pound of milk less than the average

If butter is the object there is no breed 
that can approach the Jersey in the econ 
omical production of a first-class article, 

Why? Beoause she is the oldest and best 

established of all our dairy cattle, having 

been bred pure for over 200 years for this 
very purpose. You may say we cannot all 
have thoroughbred Jerseys on account of 
their high price. Suppose such is the case, 
it by no means follows that every dairyman 
caniiot avail himself of this blood to improve 
the herd he now has, as young bulls of this 
breed can be had at prices very little in 
advance of the price Shc and by a con- 
tinued use of a thoroughbred sire a herd of 
common or native cows may ina few years 
be brought up to a point that for all practi- 
cal purposes will be equal to thoroughbreds. 
Thus the first progeny of such a union will 
have 50 per cent of thoroughbred blood, the 
next generation 75 per cent, the next S74 
pe cent, the fourth generation will have 
*fifteen-sixteenths or 93] per cent of the 
thoroughbred, while the sixth generation 
has 98 and seven-sixteenths per cent of pure 
blood, and would be what is calleda full 
bred very nearly. s 
Tn selecting cows care should be taken to 
fet them of as nearly uniform type as possi, 
le. The head should be Gall and lea 
eyes full and-mild, neck full and thin, 
shoulders thin, backbone prominent and 
open between joints, hips wide, legs short 
and fine boned, barrel well rounded and 
large, deep through behind the shoulders, 
to give plenty of room for heart and lungs, 
udder large, running well forward ad) 
back, teats rather short, but thick and wide 
apart. Avoid those whose udders show a 
tendency to collapse after being milked. I 
grant that cows with bags that milk down 
to nothing are usually large milkers, but 
you may justas surely set them down as 
thin milkers, None of the great butter 
producers I have eyer scen showed any 
pendpoy of collapsed udder after milking, 
but rather the opposite. The skin should 
be soft and mellow to the touch, covered 
with thick soft hair, Such a cow 
if weighing about 900 Ibs will invariably 
have a good constitution, which is 
indispensable, but do not mistake 
size for constitution or a capacity for dair) 
work. The best cow we have on the bill- 
ings farm weighs only 850 lbs, and last year 
she gave over 8} times her own weight in 
milk, and 517 lbs 11 oz of butter, aving 
selected the best cows possible for a founda- 
ation, the next step is totind a bull to mate 
with them and it is of the utmost import- 
ance that he should be a good one, as the 
futore herd will be largely composed of his 
blood, For this reason he ought to be strong- 
lyin-bred to great butter producing cows, 
Examine his breeding on both sides as far 
back as possibleand see that he hasno taint 
of imperfection in his make-up, for it must 
be borne in mind that he is quite as likely 
to transmit imperfections if they exist as 
good qualities, and the more prepotent he is 
the greater the danger. He should have 
a good disposition, strong and rugged con- 
stitution and yet free from coarseness of any 
kind, full of vitality or nervous energy 
which will insure his ability to stamp his 
imprint on his offspring. Ifsuch a bull 
nicks well with the herd it will usually be 
safe enough to breed him to the second or 
even the third generation, but here the skill 
and judgment of the breeder must come into 
ply in determining how far in-breeding can 
e carried in any particular case, 

After having secured good foundation 
stock the only thing necessary to insure 
success is eternal vigilance in testing and 
weediny the poorest from the herd, This 
is where a great many make a mistake in 
not testing their cows separately, Many a 
grand cow has passed her whole life with- 
out her owner knowing what a prize be has | 
she probably helping to support some 
worthless brate that was not worth her 
keepas a dairy cow, and anyone who has 
never tested his cows will be surprised at 
the great difference there is not only in the 
quality bat in the quantity of the proauct, 
The cows on the Billings farm are all test- 
ed for butter three times during the year: 
Once when fresh, once about the middle of 
the milking period and again about two 
months before they are due to calye. As 
their milk is weighed separately covery day 
we can form a very fair estimate of the 
amount of butter made from each cow ina 
yoar and are thus able to determine which 
are the most profitable. This, to be sure, 

takes some time, but anyone who will try 
it for a year will will be well paid for the 
trouble. I know of many cases where 
farmers have adopted the system described 
for grading up their herds and have brought 
them up in a few years from 150 lbs. to over 

300 lbs, a year and I know of no reason why 

every dairyman in the country cannot do 

likewise. 


The Question of Dehorning. 


It is becoming more evident that thereare 
two sides to the dehorning question. Ina 
recent letter the director of the Agricultural 
Experimental station of the University of 
Wisconsin, Prof. W. A. Henry, advocates 
the practice for humane reasons. He says: 
“{ am surprised to learn that people 
on the American continent think of 
prosecuting a man for cruelty that is hu- 

mane enough to cut tho horns from 
his cattle. We have repeatedly dehorned 
ateers, cows, and calves, at this station, 
and to-day there are only four cows upon 
the place that have horns, ull of which are 
recent purchases, and their horns will come 
off within a few days, at which time we will 
have our agricultural students present 2 
witness the operation, #0 that they may be 
bottor able to practice it when they return to 
their farms. After four years of experience I 
am confident that the act of dehorning is iy 
mano and beneficial, and can prove i by the 
actions of our herd to any reasona le pe “2 
gon.

TRE NORTH OF INDIA. 


Frostand Snow in Asia—A Desert on ofa 
Trying March—Intcresting to Capadians, 
Referring to the recent military operations 
in the north of India the Pioneer Mail gives 
the follewing particulars, which will be in- 
teresting to many readers when they know 
that the expedition referred to was com- 
manded by a gallant officer who has ré- 
latives and many friends in Canada :— 

** The officers proceeding to Gilgit by the 
‘Tragbal and Burzil route have had to come 
back here, as the Burzil was impracticable 
owing to the heavy fall of snow. The 
officers had a somewhat rough time of it. 
The days were short and cold, the marches 
long, and the snow ankle deep. The Trag- 
hal pass was crossed on the 27th December, 
and it was just possible, as the wind was 
from the south, and when the snow did fall 
it might be lightand not extend as far as 
the Burzil; butin spite of double marches, 
starting by torch-light before six o'clock in 
as nowstorm, changing onolies half way in 
the snow and marching till dark, the officers 
failed to reach the Burzil before the snow 
fell, and they found a fresh fall of six feet 
and a blizzard blowing with every prospect 
of more to follow. ‘The position was not al- 
together pleasant because the party was 
between two passes, the Brazil hopélessly 
blocked and if more snow fell the Tragbal 
might be blocked too, so there was nothing 
for it but to raze back for the Tragbal before 
more snow fell, and the officers crossed, 
only justin time, as the heavy snow fell 
only the day after. None of the party had 
a thermometer, but it was cold, A felt- 
colored ebonite bottle filled with tea at six 
o'clock was frozen solid by nine, But the 
vold and stiff marches seemed to have 
agreed with everybody.” 

The many friends of the late Major Hill 
of St, Catharines, Ontario, will be interest 
ed to know that Colonel Hill, the officer in 
command of the above, is his son, and 
brother to Miss H, M. Hill, of Carlton street 
Toronto, The Hunza Nagar rising having 
been so ably quelled by Colonel Durand and 
the renowned charge of Captain Colin Mac- 
kenzie, Colonel Hill has orders to return to 
India with three of the lieutenants, while 
Captain Craster, with the remaining too 
lieutenants, will proceed by the Skardu 
route over the Zojlla pass to Gilgit, which, 
though not so high, is longer, and sutlicient- 
ly exciting to prevent the march becoming 
monotonous. Colonel Hill, who has recently 
returned from Manipur, has seen much ser- 
vice with the native tribes, and was at the 
taking of the Fort of Ali Musjid, and also 
with General Roberts in his memorable 
forced march from Cabul to Candahar. He 
commands the 2nd (Prince of Wales’ Own) 
Goorkha regiment a small dark race who 
make excellent soldiers. Their chief wea- 
pon is the koukerie, a large, heavy, curved 

nife. The above officer is well-known in 
rifle practice, having among his many suc- 
cesses in that line been the champior of 
India four times. Later reports say that 
Captain Craster and party have found the 
Skardu Pass also impracticable. Strange 
to relate, the bullet extracted from Colonel 
Durand’s wound contained a ruby. The 
wounded officer suggests that it would be 
more interesting ina museum than in his 
body.

to sixty-seven millions. The harm that 
these organisms produce is evident from the 
fact that they feed on the same materials 
that tissues of the body do—nitrogen and 
water. 

Now comes the question, Why do not 
these germs go on increasing indefinitely? 
In other words, why does anybody get 
well? The answer is that the material upon 
which. they feed in the system is limited. 
An organism which grows in and at the 
expense of another organism isa parasite. 
Now, « parasite does not grow all over the 
body. There is generally only one part 
where it can grow. The parasite which 
grows in muscle will not grow in the skin, 
and the reverse. Why this is so is not 
known, but it is a fact. The locality in 
which the parasite grows is called its nidus 
—thatis, nest. In smallpox the nidus is 
the skin ; in typhoid fever it is a particular 
set of glands in the bowel. It is because 
smallpox, scarlet fever, and measles have

There is a special something within ~ 
the nidus upon which the organism feeds, 
and when that something is exhausted the 
organism dies, That something is sooner 
exhausted in some cases than in others 5 
hence the varying periods of these diseases. 
People do not have the disease the second 
time because this something in the nidus 
is no longer there. This something is, 
therefore, not necessary to our existence, — 
and -has, perhaps, like the rudimentary 
tail, been received from our ancestors.

‘The patient has delirium because of the con-- 
sumption by the organisms of the material 
which should go to nourish the brain. The 
same process goes on when the heart is en- 
feebled, When the patient dies of brain fail- 
lure or heart failure he may be said to die of 
the acute starvation of the brain or heart.

That is about all he does at present, but 
Dr. Maclagan has t hopes that in 
the future he may do more, In the first 
place, ple may be protected against — 
many diseases by inoculation, 
now protected from smallpox. i 
second place, diseases may be cured in their 
earlicr stages. The second of these is al- 
ready done in the case of ague 
rhenmatic fever. ‘The poison of ague is un- 
doubtedly killed by quinine. It was the 
example of quinine which led to the dis- 
covery of the remedy for rheumatic fever. 
‘A curious fact about malarial fevers is that 
the remedies have usually been found under 
the same climatic conditions as the diseases. 
The cinchona tree, which produces guia ey 
grows best in countries in which mala ‘ia is 
most prevalent. In the same way it was 
thought a remedy for rheumatio fever might 
be found in places where the disease was 
most likely to flourish, that is, in a low- 
lying, damp locality and in a cold rather 
thanin a warm climate. It was thought 
that willows grow under such conditions. 
Willows contain in their bark a vitter 
essence called ‘salicin,” This was tried 
for rheumatic fever with a success which 
exceeded all expectations, It cures rheuma- 
tic fever just as surely as quinine cures 
ague, It does this by attacking the disease 
in the earlier stages, it being, of course, 
easier to kill 10,000 germs than 20,000,000. 
It is salicin which Dr, Maclagan very strong- 
ly recommends as a cure for influenza, and 
he makes the very important assertion on 
behalf that iv does not in the least depress 
vitality.

Patrons of Industry. 


Their Methods, and What They 
Lead To. 

Tho grangers are defunct, but it is evi 
devt that their follies have sur d them, 
for we have now to deal with th Patrons 
of Indust This society has been heard 
of considerably during the last few months 
but it seemed impossible that any organiza, 
tion based on priuciples so utterly unsound 
could ever attain strength or importance, 
and therefore very little attention has been 
paid to the matter, but as the ‘ Patrons” 
and their uims and objects are rapidly gain- 
ing prominence we think it is time to show 
what they propose to accomplish, and what 
will most certainly be the result. 

The society ayled the ** Patrons of Indas- 
try” is of United States origin, and a4 for 
as Canada is concerned, has hitherto con- 
fined its attention to the agricultural sections 
of Ontario, the modus operandi being some- 
what as follows: Lodges are formed at dis 
tances of say four miles apart, a small on 
trance fee is charged to cover pecorsary ex- 
penses, and a8 soon as a membership of 
twenty has been secured the society is Fuly 
organized and proceeds to work. In manu- 
facturing matters the Patrons propose to run 
flour mills, foundries, cheese factories, &c, 
No objection can be raised to this; if they 
have money to lose they have a perfect right 
to risk it in any way they choose, ‘Then 
they demand that certain articles in general 
use, now subject to customs’ duties, shall be 
admitted free, Here, again, they are un- 
doubtedly acting within their rights, al- 
though they may find it difficult to persuade 
the Government vo accede to their demand, 
Then, again, they ask the provincial govern- 


ach and every country in the world, In short, 1s what Its name implies: | 


ments to lend them money at 24 per cent, 
interest to pay off mortgages on their farms 
—in other words, burdeaivg others to sup- 
port themselves. So far, however, all these 
aims are legitimate and practical; but mark 
what follows, They require retail merchants 
1n every branch of trade, on pain of losing 
their custom altogether, to supply them with 
all classes of goods at prices not exceeding 
124 per cent, advance on cost, exclusive of 
sugar, nails, and some other lines which are 
already sold at a still smaller advance, and, 
to make sure that they will not be imposed 
upon, they extract the condition that they 
shall have right of access to the merchants’ 
invoices. This part of the programme is 
based on sheer ignorance and folly, and can 
only lead to deceit and fraud. Gan retail 
merchants carry on business at a profit of 
124 per cent. and pay their debts? Most 
assuredly not; And yet they are to be forced 
to make the attempt by these ‘‘ Patrons of 
Industry,” who are absolutely ignorant of 
business principles and know absolutely 
nothing of the value of goods. What must 
be the outcome of such egregious folly? The 
merchants who are honest and desire to pay 
their way will refuse to trade with the 
Patrons of Industry, knowing that a different 
course would result in speedy bankraptcy, 
and the trade will be done by merchants less 
scrupulous, who will resort to some meaus 
of trickery and fraud to add to the profit 
agreed upon, We may be asked how can 
this be done, and the question may best be 
answered by a statement of facts within our 
own knowledge. 

During the last few days a number of the 
very largest aod best known wholesale mer- 
chants of Montreal have been approached by 
retail merchants from Ontario with the re- 
quest for blank invoices, to be filled in by 
themselves with their own figures, and on 
this request being indignantly refused, it 
was asked that the original invoices of the 

oods purchased might be made out at 
6 ures 15 per cent, above actual prices (such 
advance to be arranged at settlement), and 
on receiving a second and equally positive 
refusal, these retail merchants explained 
that they would have to place their orders 
with other and less honorable firms, as they 
were under agreement to supply the Patrons 
of Industry at 124 per cent. advance, and as 
such a ratio of profit would not pay expenses, 
they were compelled to resort to some meaus 
of fooling their customers. Here, then, was 
a simple plan which but for the honor of 
Montreal merchants would havo resulted in 
these wise ** Patrons” paying within a small 
fraction of 30 per cent, profit, while under 
the pleasing delusion that they were beiny 
supplied at 124 percent, ‘These, as we have 
said, are facts within our own kuowledge, 
and we commend them to the consideration 
of all Patrons of Industry adding our advice 
that they will best consult their interests by 
confining their attention to matters they 
understand, without attempting to interfere 
in matters of which they know nothing, and 
in which they only display their ignorance 
and render themselves liable to be imposed 
upon by trickery and fraud, We would also 
urge upon retailers the absolute necessity of 
retusiog to be coerced into selling goods at 
any price below what is necessary for the 
successful prosecution of their business; any 
other course will close againat them the doors 
of all the leading wholesale merchants, who 
will refuse to risk their goods in the bauds 
of men who conduct their business on such 
idiotic lines. Competition is strong enough 
to prevent either wholesale or retail mer- 
chants from making money too fast, and if 
these patrons don’t believe it let them go 
into busiuess with their own money and they 
will soon find themselves wiser and sadder 
men. The subject is one which should 
receive the attention of the different boards 
of trade and we bope that no time will be 
lost in bringing it to their special attention, 
—The Shurcholder and Insurance Gazette.

A Winnipeg despatch says:—The Cana- 
dian Pacific management, finding evidence 
that a conspiracy had been formed, partly 
through outside influences. to bring about a 
etrike of its conductors aud brakemen on its 
western division, decided on Saturday to dis. 
miss all who were found to be disloyal, aud 
the dismissals commenced Sunday at noon, 
every man refusing to stand by the company 
being promptly paid off. Some delays to 
trains were feared, but all of them up to this 
time have been kept moving, and nine emi- 
grant trains which left Port Arthur for 
Winnipeg Sunday and Sunday night were 
put through without difficulty The dis- 
missals resulted in vigorous efforta on the 
part of the loaders and discharged men to 
induce the others to quit work, but so far 
without success, The company claims to 
have enough available men to move all its 
priucipal trains, and therefore not much 
trouble is feared.

Canadiana do not want political union 
with the United States; they believe, and 

with reason, that they have a form of gov- 

ernment inore directly responsible to the 
people, and more directly responsive to its 
will than is that of the United States. Any 
attempts on the part of United States poli 

ticians to oc ada into annexation 
would only ri making the people of 
the Dominion more determined to resist any 
movement of the kind. A great many Can- 

adians with a wide outlook have a just 
pride, too, in belonging to a nation with 
such a history as the British, and a world 

wide empire which has such present great- 
ness and 86 much promise for the future 

The majority of the voters are-in favor of 
protection for Canada, but we believe that 
thoughtful people of all political creeds are 
prohd of the’ pre eminence in the commer- 
cial world of Great Britain which does not 
need to barricade herself behind tariff walls 
in order to ** protect” her manufactories or 
industries of any kind, but facos the world 
avd conquera in the open market. There 
are many Liberals, ini they are the most 
hopeful and most determined. in that party 
to-day, who are in favor of the Dominion 
joining Great Britain in its free trade policy. 
The “loyalty” of the protectioniata would 
in such a case be thoroughly tested, for thoy 
would be required to sacrifice the privilege 
which they possess under the National Pol- 
cy of taxing the consumers, unider cover of a 
tariff protecting them from the competition 
of British manufacturers. While Canada’s 
best policy is certainly « tariff refurm one 
which would bring her into closer commer- 
cial relations with Great Britain aud the 
world, it is of the utmost importance that 
all our relations with the United St.tes be as 
close and as friendly as is consistent with 
our remaining a portion of the British em- 
pire. The geographical relations of the two 
countries are such that they are interdopen- 
dent. Only by combined and frienilly ac- 
tion can the most be made of the resources 
of this continent. Canada ia dependent up- 
on the United States for much of its raw 
material for manufactaring purposes and 
the United States is becoming aware of the 
fact that the Dominion controls the great 
waterway from the centre of this continent 
to Europe, the cheapest route for the travs- 
portation of food from the producing coun- 
tries in the West to the markets iu the 
East. The United States is now willing to 
assist in making this great waterway fully

The history of Atlantic steam travel has 
shown a steady improvement in the matter 
of safety. Between the time of the estab- 
lishment of ateamship traffic and 1879 144 
steamers were lost, Of these, 24 never 
reached the ports for which they sailed and 
were never heard of. ‘en were burned at 
sea, 8 went down in collisions, 3 were sunk 
by ice, and others were lost from various 
causes. The first to disappear was the Pre- 
sident, whlch was lost in 1841 and never 
heard from, A Cunard steamer, the Colam- 
bia; was run ashore in 1843, The Colum- 
bia, however, was the only ship lost in 
thirteen years after the disappearance of 
the President, In the decade of the fifties 
there were some dreadful disasters, Among 
these was the disappearance in 1854 of the 
City of Glasgow with 480 passengers, The 
Arctic was sunk by a collison in the same 
yout, with o loss of 662 passengers, and 
four years later the Austria was burned at 
soa with a loss of 470 lives.

HIGHLANDS, 


Enormous Damages. 


The dire results of the late floodsin the 
Northern Highlands, which were by far the 
most disastrous ever known, so far as liv- 
ing memory or writteu records go, are now 
severely felt, The sweeping away of brid- 
ges and buildings, the destruction of roads, 

ences, &c., and the damage done to property 
generally, are now found to have been un- 
derstated by the newspaper reports. In 
the districts of Ardgay, Boss-shire, and 
Bonarbridge, Sutherlandshire, the damage 
done has been immense. The value of live 
stock and farm produce swept away, to- 
gether with roads, bridges, fences, embank- 
ments, buildings, and boats destroyed, 18 
estimated at an aggregate of upwards of 
£20,000. The greatest loss of all is the de- 
struction of the grand old iron viaduct 
across the Kyle of Sutherland, at Bonar- 
bridge, which was the only road connection 
between Easter Ross and Sutherland. By 
this catastrophe traffic has been completely 
paralysed, and indescribablo inconvenience 
has been caused to the populous districts on 
both sides of the Kyle.

It farthor recommonds that the 
open sedson be limited to the interval betwoen 
Oct 15th and Nov 15th; that the hunting of | 
deor with hounds be limited to the last two 
weeks of these periods; that no hunter shall 
be allowed to kill nore than two deer in one 
reigners be charged a license 
, and that settlers be not 
permitted to kill deer out of season. The 
report recommends that all exportation of 
ame be prohibited, that the Dominion Par 
lament be asked to take precaution to pre- 
vont frauds being effected through the alleged 
importation of gime by dealers; that tratlic 
in quail, wild turkey, snipe, woodcock and 
pariridge be probibited for three years, 
apring shooting of duck bo entirely prohibit 
ed, that foreigners be charged a liconse fee 
for duck shooting, aud that no hunter be 
allowed to kill more than 25 birds in one 
season, The depletion of fisheries is regret- 
ed, and tho allegation is made that the 
spectors are careless or worse in the ¢ 
charge of their duties during the close season. 
It is recommended that a force of game 
wardens be appointed, and that a permanent 
fish and game commission be appointed. 


Growing of Barley. 
One of the leading grain merchants of To 
ronto writes as follows respecting the grow- 
ing of two rowed barley:;—**In regard to 
two-rowed barley we would advise farmers 
to grow it again if on good land and see 
they have good seed, We think there is 


very little likelihood of the American duty 
being reduced, so the farmers will be grow- 
ing six-rowed barley at a disadvantage. 
The shipments of two-rowed that we made 
this year to England were satisfactory 
where the berry was uniform, but a great 
many of the parcel were made up, although 
the average weight wae beavy they were un- 
even samples, and we regret to say that the 
farmers put in some six-rowed with the two 
rowed, If they want to make it a success 
they must not allow a mixture of this six- 
rowed with the two-rowed. Early in the 
season we were paying 10 to 15 cents per 
bushel more for the best two rowed than we 
were for the best color six rowed. Just 
now we would say there was a difference of 
five cents per bushel in favor of the two 
rowed and there would be a greater differ- 
ence if the farmers could give un even sam- 
ple. They must trust to the barley turning 
out 54 Ibs. in weight. English brewers don’t 
care for less weight.” 


The Lax on Legacies. 


Following are the details of Mr. Mowat’s 
proposed tax on legacies from which he ex- 
pects to obtain considerable revenue for the 
Province. ‘There will be no tax on an in- 
heritance worth less than $5,000, no matter 
who may get it. If an estate worth from 
$5,000 to $100,000 goes to father, mother, 
husband, wife, son, daughter, son-in-law, or 
daughter in-law, there will be no tax upon 
it; bat if such an estate goes to anyone out- 
side fof those degrees of relationship the 
Province will take 5 per cent. of its amount. 
If the estate is worth from $100,000 to 
$200,000 and goes to any of these near rela- 
tions, the Province will take 24 per cent. of 
it; if it goes to heirs outside of these limits 
the Province will take 5 per cent. On es- 
tates over $200,000, the tax will be 5 per 
cent, A succession duty is not generally 
regarded as burdensome in the countries 
where it is in force.

A Great Railway Strike. 


There is trouble hetween the manavers of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway and the con- 
ductors and brakemen on the line, The dif- 
floulty arose on the division from Fort Will 
iam to the Rocky Mountains, where an in 
orease of wages was demanded and refurod 
by the Company. The brotherhood of con- 
ductors and brakemen, which extends all 
over the United States and Canada, then 
took the matter up, and failing to get the 
Railway Company to agree to the increase 
‘lemanded, a strike was ordered on that di- 
vision, commoncing at midnight on Wednes- 
day of last week. 

Since then the strike has extended, first 
wostward to the Pacific const, and then east- 
ward, extending on Monday at midnight to 
Chalk River and North Bay. 

So far there has been no trouble on the 
Grand Trunk, and the officials of that road 
state that they do not anticipate any. 

A despatch from Montreal dated Wednes 
day afternuon says ‘the strike ie settled, 
The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
who have been trying to affect a settlement 
have at last succeeded and this morning an 
agreement was reached by which all the 
men are to be reinstated at once.

Sun Sports and the Aurora Borealis, 


Observers of the sun's face have for cen- 
turies noticed at times dark spotson it, Now 
we know from the accumulated observations 
that the extent and number of these spots 
vary. Sometimes we can see very few, or 
even none at all, and sometimes we can see 
& great many, some of which are visible to 
the naked eye when protected by colored or 
smoked glass, Such a spotted region is now 
(February 18th) passing out of sight on the 
southwestern limb of the sun; but a second 
group of spots is finely visible on the north- 
ern hemisphere, stretching in a long line 
from the eastern edge to the centre of the 
sin, But what has the sun todo with the 
aurora? Simply this: It has been shown 
that when we have the greatest number of 
sun sports, then we have the most frequent 
and most gorgeous displays of the aurora. 
When there is a great storm on the sun-pro- 
ducing spots, then we feel at once on our 
little earth a disturbance of electrical condi- 
tions. The display of the aurora on- Febru: 
ary 13th is regarded as an accompaniment 
of the solar distarbances which have pro- 
duced the tremendous spotted regions 
mentioned. 

The average time from when the spotted 
area on the sun is greatest to the next maxi- 
mum isa little over eleven years. ‘The last 
spot maxium o¢cured in 1883-4, a year or 
two behind the average time, and we seem 
now to be approaching a maximum in 18{2- 
3. We may therefore frirly conclude that 
during this year we shall be favored with 
numerous and brilliant aurorm.—[Harper’s 
Young People.
